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Dana Foundation Gives PC $250,000 


$250,000 grant to Presbyterian College, estab- 

lishing the Charles A. Dana Professorship 
Program in honor of the noted philanthropist- 
industrialist-lawyer has been announced by Pres- 
ident Marc C. Weersing. 

He said news of the Charles A. Dana Founda- 
tion grant came from Foundation Vice-President 
Henry W. Littlefield, of Bridgeport, Conn., who 
visited the PC campus last spring and met with 
members of the faculty, administration and the 
board of trustees. 

Under the grant provisions, Presbyterian will 
match the $250,000 gift and thereby create a 
$500,000 fund within its endowment to perpet- 
uate the professorship program. The College 
agrees to spend a fixed amount annually to sub- 
sidize the salaries of four Dana Professors. 

Dr. Weersing said PC has three years in which 
to make the four appointments but he planned 
to initiate the program next fall. He added: 

“The Dana grant gives a tremendous boost to 
the Presbyterian College program. It provides 
generous financial assistance in that most vital 
of areas, the faculty, and serves as an inspiration 
to the entire teaching staff. It also underscores 
the confidence this great national foundation 
places in the work being done on our campus. We 
are grateful to be one of the 15 colleges in the

nation participating in the Dana Professorship 
Program.” 

Dr. Littlefield, who serves both as Foundation 
vice-president and as president of the University 
of Bridgeport, said Presbyterian College had been 
chosen for a grant because of its significant ac- 
complishments in recent years and its future 
potential. He said Mr. Dana, Foundation Presi- 
dent McLean Gander and other Dana trustees 
were particularly impressed with the endorse- 
ment of the local community and the alumni 
through their remarkable financial support. 

Charles Anderson Dana is an 88-year-old Man- 
hattan millionaire and former board chairman 
of the Dana Corporation, a Toledo, Ohio, firm 
which manufactures automobile transmission 
parts. He had switched to manufacturing after 
gaining prominence as an international lawyer. 

Mr. Dana organized the Dana Foundation in 
1950 and served as its president until 1966. Al- 
though the Foundation provides some assistance 
to health and welfare organizations, its primary 
emphasis is upon higher education. Within this 
field it was one of the philanthropic innovators 
in challenging colleges to help themselves by 
matching funds for scholarships and professor- 
ships as well as for facility and personnel de- 
velopment.

Annual Giving Tops $150,000 Again In ’69 


A strong year-end finish put the Presbyterian 
College Annual Giving program over the top 
with $150,750 raised in 1969 and a cumulative 
total of $1,002,789 raised since the program’s start 
in 1959. 

Annual Giving was continued in 1969 as a sep- 
arate project while PC’s capital funds campaign 
was raising more than $2.8 million for plant and 
endowment. President Weersing said of the effort: 

“The Annual Giving program, one of our most 
vital income sources for current operations, was 
truly remarkable this past year in holding its 
high level despite the major EXCEL effort. The 
success of both undertakings represented a tre- 
mendous response on the part of alumni and 
friends, and we are most grateful for their 
support.” 

The $150,750 from 1,454 individual gifts ex- 
ceeded the $150,000 goal and was only slightly 
under the record amount of $153,138 achieved by 
Annual Giving in 1968. Analysis of the totals 
showed $78,607 from 969 alumni, $51,506 from 298 
friends, $12,502 from 122 parents, and $8,135 from 
65 non-alumni members of the faculty and boards 
of trustees and visitors. 

The sub-total for the Walter Johnson Club, a 
major objective in support of athletics, amounted 
to $45,500—also over the goal. 

A geographical breakdown on the 1969 funds 
found South Carolina contributing almost one- 
half, with $74,053 from 795 gifts. Georgia followed 
with $23,529 from 216 donations, while 140 North 
Carolinians added $22,382, and 303 gifts from the 
other states and abroad came to $30,786. 


Tax Incentives For Gifts Remain 


Tax incentives to charitable giving re- 
main as an important part of the new Tax 
Reform Act and a strong stimulus to gift 
support of Presbyterian College. A brief 
review of some of these includes: 

Increase in conrtibution deduction ceil- 
ing. 50 percent of adjusted gross income for 
cash gifts; 30 percent ceiling for appreciated 
property gifts (but 50 percent if donor elects 
to take the unrealized appreciation in value 
into account for tax purposes). 

Appreciated property gifts. Deduction 
for fair market value with no capital gains 
tax (direct or indirect) for most gifts. 

Gifts of real property with retained life 
estate. Charitable deduction available if 
personal residence or farm but amount com- 
puted new way. 

Gifts of tangible personal property. Bene- 
fits diminished in some cases. 

Life income trusts. Viable unitrust and 
annuity trusts substituted for classic chari- 
table remainder trust. 

Life income contracts. Tax benefits con- 
tinue for pooled life income contract gifts 
meeting specific requirements. 

Gift annuities. Charitable deduction 
allowed but unclear on appreciated property.

Companies Add $16,000 


Gifts totaling $16,000 have 
been given to PC recently by 
four corporations. 

The largest is a $10,000 un- 
restricted grant from the Self 
Foundation of Greenwood, S. C. 
It was announced by Treasurer 
C. D. Blalock in behalf of J. C. 
Self, foundation and Greenwood 
Mills president. 

Two oil companies, American 
Oil and the Gulf Oil Foundation, 
each presented checks of $2,500 
for unrestricted use. And the 
Sears-Roebuck Foundation added 
$1,000 for library book acquisi- 
tions. These grants are part of 
the corporations’ national aid- 
to education programs.

Professional Fund-Raiser Joins 
Staff As Development Director 


Dr. Robert O. McCaslin of 
Charlotte, a professional fund- 
raiser with Ketchum, Inc., 
joined the PC staff in early Jan- 
uary as director of development. 

In 11 years with Ketchum, 
McCaslin conducted campaigns 
raising approximately $25 mil- 
lion for 15 non-profit institu- 
tions. He spent the past year as 
resident director of PC’s EXCEL 
campaign, which has secured 
more than $2.8 million from the 
South Carolina Synod. 

Immediately upon joining the 
PC staff, Bob McCaslin began 
directing his attention to com- 
pleting the EXCEL program a- 
mong churches that have post- 
poned action until this year. 

President Weersing, in mak- 
ing the announcement, said the 
new staff member has other 
sound qualifications for the job. 
He is an ordained Presbyterian 
minister who has strengthened 
his church ties as a fund-raiser 
by directing campaigns for the 
Presbyterian Church US, Union 
Theological Seminary in Vir- 
ginia, a number of local Presby-

A native of Butler, Pa., Mc- 
Caslin received his BA degree 
from Geneva College in 1934, 
his ThB from Pittsburgh-Xenia 
Seminary in 1938. After serving 
as minister to United Presby- 
terian churches in Zelienople, 
Pa. (1938-41) and Irwin, Pa. 
(1941-43), he spent three years 
as an Army chaplain in World 
War II, including the Normandy 
Invasion and the Battle of the 
Bulge. He assumed the pulpit of 
the Torrington (Wyo.) United 
Presbyterian Church in 1946 and 
served there until he joined 
Ketchum in 1958. Sterling Col- 
lege awarded him an honorary 
doctor of divinity degree in 1956. 

Dr. McCaslin is married to the 
former Donna Lathrop, a Col- 
orado native who attended the 
University of Wyoming and who 
has been teaching oil painting 
in Charlotte. The four children 
are: daughter Barbara, now 
Mrs. Floyd Dermer of Charlotte; 
son Tom, now an Army lieuten- 
ant after graduating from the 
United States Military Academy 
last June; and younger sons 
Shawn and Ian. 


Enrollment: 730 


Presbyterian has enrolled 730 
students for the second semes- 
ter of the 1969-70 session, a new 
record for this mid-year period. 

Registrar Roslyn Martin said 
the current total compares to 
the previous high of 669 who 
signed up for the second semes- 
ter last year. The present ses- 
sion opened last August with 777 
enrolled in the largest student 
body ever assembled at PC. The 
customary second - semester 
slump from that high mark is 
the result of students completing 
degree requirements during the 
first semester and a limited a- 
mount of failure.

EXCEL Campaign Passes $2 Million Goal 


EXCEL stands as the most 
successful fund - raising cam- 
paign in the history of PC and 
the South Carolina Synod, with 
$2.1 million now subscribed and 
more promised. 

This total does not include 
the $500,000 additional gift made 
during the local drive toward 
the College’s $5 million imme- 
diate needs. Nor does it, of 
course, include the Dana grant 
announced in this bulletin. 

EXCEL’S 1969 campaign year 
closed with $1.2 million sub- 
scribed by 163 churches and 
$900,000 from special gifts. An- 
other 37 churches that deferred 
action last year have indicated 
they will join in support in the 
near future. 

The EXCEL drive, another 
phase of PC’s long-range pro- 
gram, began in the local Laurens 
County area in the fall of 1968 
and continued throughout the 
state last year. It designated a 
goal of $2 million while pointing 
to the needs for $3 million more 
to cover the immediate plant 
and endowment requirements. 

A new library, physical edu- 
cation center and infirmary are 
the plant objectives, with plans 
ready to go. A long-term low-in- 


terest HUD loan assures the 
start on the infirmary this year. 

Payments on the EXCEL 
three - year subscriptions are 
coming in steadily. Of the $2.1 
million pledged so far, $1 mil- 
lion has now been received in 
cash payments. 

Analysis of the $1.2 million 
part subscribed by churches 
shows this presbytery participa- 
tion: Bethel—$113,521; Charles- 
ton—$31,307; Congaree—$193,- 
972; Enoree—$225,387; Harmony 
—$73,489; Pee Dee—$123,368; 
Piedmont—$62,327; South Caro- 


lina—$282,431; and special gifts 
not yet credited to churches— 
$113,394. 

This ambitious South Caro- 
lina Synod campaign was under 
the leadership of these men: 
General Chairman—Robert M. 
Vance of Clinton; Synod Lay 
Chairman—C. Douglas Wilson of 
Greenville; Synod Ministerial 
Chairman—Dr. Arthur M. Mar- 
tin of Columbia; Special Gifts 
chairman—John I. Smith of 
Greenville; Laurens County 
Chairman— C. W. Anderson of 
Clinton. 


Infirmary Loan Assures Start 


A loan of $205,000 has been ob- 
tained from the Department of 
Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment to cover the construction 
cost of PC’s proposed new infir- 
mary. 

Construction is expected to 
begin later this year on the 18- 
bed facility, which is one of the 
priority items of the EXCEL 
development program. It will 
be located behind Greenville 
Dining Hall and facing on Fifth 


Avenue across from the Sigma 
Nu house. 

Business Manager G. Edward 
Campbell said the structure’s 
6,400 square feet will include 
patient quarters for men and 
women, treatment rooms and 
doctor’s office on the first floor 
and the infirmary matron’s 
apartment on the second floor. 
He said the HUD loan is for a 40- 
year term at 3 percent interest 
rates. 
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
